NEW YORK I/PI—How can tele- 


vision be relayed across oceans? 


One possibility is by man-made 


space satellites. 


Dr. John R. Pierce, of the In- 


stitute of Radio Enginers, 
says 


a 100-foot satellite traveling in an 
orbit 22,000 miles above the e 
could reflect TV signals from one 
continent to another. Good recep- 
tion would be electronically fea- 
sible, he adds. 


Pierce, director 
of 
electronics 


research for Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories, said 
the 
transmitting 


station would need an antenna 250 
feet in diameter to send signals 
to the space satellite. The receiv- 
ing station would need an antenna 
the same size to catch the signals 
bounced back to earth by keeping

steadily

NEW YORK I/PI—How can tele- 


vision be relayed across oceans? 


One possibility is by man-made 


space satellites. 


Dr. John R. Pierce, of the In- 


stitute of Radio Enginers, 
says 


a 100-foot satellite traveling in an 
orbit 22,000 miles above the e 
could reflect TV signals from one 
continent to another. Good recep- 
tion would be electronically fea- 
sible, he adds. 


Pierce, director 
of 
electronics 


research for Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories, said 
the 
transmitting 


station would need an antenna 250 
feet in diameter to send signals 
to the space satellite. The receiv- 
ing station would need an antenna 
the same size to catch the signals 
bounced back to earth by keeping

NEW YORK I/PI—How can tele- 


vision be relayed across oceans? 


One possibility is by man-made 


space satellites. 


Dr. John R. Pierce, of the In- 


stitute of Radio Enginers, 
says 


a 100-foot satellite traveling in an 
orbit 22,000 miles above the e 
could reflect TV signals from one 
continent to another. Good recep- 
tion would be electronically fea- 
sible, he adds.

research for Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories, said 
the 
transmitting 


station would need an antenna 250 
feet in diameter to send signals 
to the space satellite. The receiv- 
ing station would need an antenna 
the same size to catch the signals

NEW YORK I/PI—How can tele- 


vision be relayed across oceans? 


One possibility is by man-made 


space satellites. 


Dr. John R. Pierce, of the In- 


stitute of Radio Enginers, 
says 


a 100-foot satellite traveling in an 
orbit 22,000 miles above the e 
could reflect TV signals from one 
continent to another. Good recep- 
tion would be electronically fea- 
sible, he adds. 


Pierce, director 
of

research for Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories, said 
the 
transmitting 


station would need an antenna 250 
feet in diameter to send signals 
to the space satellite. The receiv- 
ing station would need an antenna 
the same size to catch the signals

NEW YORK I/PI—How can tele- 


vision be relayed across oceans? 


One possibility is by man-made 


space satellites. 


Dr. John R. Pierce, of the In- 


stitute of Radio Enginers, 
says 


a 100-foot satellite traveling in an 
orbit 22,000 miles above the e 
could reflect TV signals from one 
continent to another. Good recep- 
tion would be electronically fea- 
sible, he adds. 


Pierce, director

research for Bell Telephone Lab- 
oratories, said 
the 
transmitting 


station would need an antenna 250 
feet in diameter to send signals 
to the space satellite. The receiv- 
ing station would need an antenna 
the same size to catch the signals 
bounced back to earth by keeping

steadily

out, with the Christian i expression 
of his hymn. For. example: When, 
in art incident in which ihe British 
flag was fired upon Sir John in re- 
venge bombarded Canton, China, 
without consulting the home govern- 
ment. He was 
'severely', criticized 


under a motion of censure iri Parlip- 
ment. 


He was a 
phenomenal linguist, 


who was said to have had a know- 
ledge of two hundred 
languages, 


and the ability to speak a hundred 
of them. 


But religion seems 
to have 


triumphed in his life, for 
though 


ho wrote 
much and was a

active man 
of affairs, it is upon 


his hymn that 
his fame chiefly 


rests. 


There is much about the hymn

He was a 
phenomenal linguist,

He was a 
phenomenal linguist, 


who was said to have had a know- 
ledge of two hundred 
languages, 


and the ability to speak a hundred 
of them. 


But religion seems

Judgment of 
$100,000 
Is Reduced

LITTLE ROCK Wl — The 
Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court today re- 
duced a record-breaking $100,000 
judgment obtained in Pulaski Cir- 
cuil Court for the death of a Sa- 
line County resident. 


Even after the reduction, frorn 


$10,000 to 
$80,000, the judgment 


was the largest ever affirmed in 
a death or personal injury case 
by the Supreme Court. 


The court also reduced 
a com- 


panion judgment in favor of a man 
who was injured and left undis- 
turbed a third judgment. 


Overall affect was 
to 
reduce 


judgements totaling $145,000 to $117 
500. 


The $100,000 award was 
made 


by a Pulaski circuit Court 
jury 


against Southern National Insur- 
ance Co. of Little Rock for death 
of Ruben Knabe, 35. 


Knabe's light truck and an auto- 


mobile driven by John 
Calaway, 


18, of Benton, a temporary em- 
ploye of the insurance company 
collided on Oct. 13, 1953. 


Knabe was killed and two com 


panions, .1. Harold Williams am 
Norman E. Smith were injured.

award for Williams, who sufferec 
an apparently permanent 
injurj 


to the 
left foot, from $20,000 to 


$12,500.
